McCASLAND FIELD HOUSE 


THE FACILITY 


Located in the heart of campus just north of Oklahoma Memorial Stadium, the Howard McCasland Field House provides the OU volleyball, 
men’s gymnastics and wrestling programs with a first-class training and competition venue. 


Prior to the 2018 season, a new floor was installed at the Field House. Additionally, the volleyball team room was redesigned. 
In the summer of 2012, the OU Athletics Department completed a major renovation of the Field House. The list of improvements included 
refurbished exterior brick, new windows and entry doors, a complete roof replacement and a remodel of the volleyball offices, locker and 


team rooms, renovation of main lobby, restrooms and concessions. 


In 2005, the Field House underwent a $6 million facelift that included a complete interior renovation. The historic floor was resanded and 
repainted with four efficient practice courts and chair-back seating that offers fans more comfort. 


In addition, the entire facility was repainted and improvements were made to the HVAC system, sound system, lighting and scoreboards. The 
Sooners also enjoyed renovations done to the training room as well as an upgrade to the facility’s locker rooms. 
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THE HOME OF OU VOLLEYBALL 


HISTORY 


Originally opened in 1928, the Field House was once the home of the men’s basketball team. More than 5,000 fans were in attendance for 
the facility’s first game on January 13, 1928, as the Sooners beat the Kansas Jayhawks, 45-19. 


Since its construction, the Field House has been home to numerous sports. In addition to the basketball programs, volleyball, men’s and 
women’s gymnastics and wrestling have all featured events here. 


In addition to sporting events, the Field House has hosted several notable musicians and entertainers in its history. Oklahoma students have 
watched acts including Jimi Hendrix (1970), Henry Mancini (1963), Sonny and Cher (1969), Nat King Cole (1956) and Duke Ellington (1956). 
Former President Bill Clinton spoke at the Field House during the 2008 Presidential campaign. 


HOWARD MCCASLAND 

A former captain and center for the Oklahoma basketball team from 1914-16, Howard McCasland was an outstanding player who local Sooner 
fans flocked to the gym to watch. During his senior campaign in 1916, McCasland totaled 407 points, which accounted for half of the entire 
team’s season total. The Field House is named in his honor.

In his final season there, the Broncos 
recorded their best start in program history at 9-0, which included a road win 
over No. 7 USC during opening weekend. Santa Clara eventually earned a No. 
17 ranking in the AVCA Coaches Poll, it’s best since 2006. 


The Broncos advanced to the NCAA Tournament in three of his five seasons 
with the school (2012, 2014 and 2015). The 2014 team went 22-10 overall and 
12-6 in WCC play, while the 2015 squad posted 22-9 and 13-5 records. 


Prior to his stint at Santa Clara, Mansfield coached five seasons at UC Santa 
Barbara, his alma mater, on the men’s volleyball staff. He served the 2006 
and 2012 seasons as first assistant. 


In 2007, Mansfield was invited to train with the USA National Team where he 
played for two years. He also competed on the AVP Tour beginning in 2005 
and led the tour in digs in 2010. During that time, he also worked as the Club 
Santa Barbara Boys 18U head coach and spent two years coaching club at 
Manhattan Beach Surf, leading his teams to two silver medals in the 17U Open 
Division of Jr. Nationals. He also coached at Loyola High School, earning CIF 
(California Interscholastic Federation) and state championships. 

Mansfield, who is from Sunnyvale, Calif., played collegiately for the Gauchos 
and was a four-year starter and three-year team captain. He was named to 
the All-MPSF (Mountain Pacific Sports Federation) Team all four years and 

in 2005 earned All-America honors as a libero. He graduated from UCSB in 
2005 with a degree in cultural anthropology and as the school’s all-time digs 
leader (1,000). 


After graduating from UCSB, Mansfield took volunteer assistant position with 
UCSB women’s program for one season before joining the men’s staff.

Marymount under Mansfield the past two seasons, helping the Lions to a 35-21 (.625) record. 


This past season, Thornton helped Loyola Marymount to 18-10 overall and 13-5 (third place) conference records, and to the 
program’s 15th NCAA Tournament appearance. 


Starting in 2017, Thornton also served as the U.S. Men’s National Team’s assistant coach through the 2020 Tokyo Olympics. 


A graduate of UC Irvine, Thornton ended his collegiate career as UCI's all-time assist leader with 4,662. The two-time All- 
American was a member of the Anteaters’ 2007 national championship team. 


After college, Thornton began an extensive playing career with the U.S. Men’s National Team, culminating in a trip to the 
2012 Olympic Games as the backup setter, where the team finished fifth overall. With the U.S., he also competed in the 2011 
and 2012 World League (silver in 2011), 2011 World Cup, 2011 NORCECA Men’s Continental Championships (silver), 2009 and 
2010 Pan American Cup (gold both times), and the 2007 World University Games (bronze).

Scott joins the Sooners after serving as an assistant coach at Dartmouth in 2022 under head coach Gilad Doron. Scott 
helped Dartmouth to its best Ivy League win total in 2022 (8-6 record) to finish fourth in the conference and appear in 
the lvy League Tournament. She also helped the team defeat Penn on the road for the first time since 1999 and helped 
the squad finish 25th nationally in aces per set (1.80). 


Individually, Scott helped Dartmouth players Ellie Blain, Bomi Ogunlari and Amelia Gibbs to All-lvy honors. Blain and 
Ogunlari were named to the second team while Gibbs was an honorable mention selection. Defensively, Ogunlari broke 
the program record for blocks in a season (97) and tied for most blocks per set in a season (1.18).

She had a short stint in 
Puerto Rico before returning to Turkey and spending time in Poland, and then captaining teams in Indonesia and Turkey 
again. After action in Italy and Germany, she played for Olympiacos in Athens, Greece, from 2018-20 before wrapping up 
her playing career in Romania in 2021. 


Scott also enjoyed an extensive playing career with the U.S. National Team (2011-14), helping the squad finish third at the 
2011 Pan American Games in Guadalajara, Mexico. She also helped the U.S. to a sixth-place finish in the 2013 FVIB World 
Grand Prix, and captained the team to a second-place showing in Mexico City at the Pan America Cup in June 2014. 


Drake Stenberg enters his sixth season as OU volleyball’s director of operations in 2023, overseeing the team’s travel 
and operations as well as other day-to-day responsibilities. 


Stenberg joined the program in 2018 after a two-year stint as Assistant Director of Event Management and Operations 
for OU Athletics, overseeing facility use and directing gameday operations for softball, track and field, men’s and 
women’s tennis, volleyball and wrestling.
